alons* In a# oaao Italy’s viewpoint on Albania waa wall iknownt 
Xiborty, Independenoo aiad territorial integrity.*

Oaring and after the first World War, Albanians in the 
thlted States playsd a leading role in the straggle for preserving 
Albania >e indepandenoe. preaident Wilson, on behalf of the Qhitod 
States (loveniamt, ohanpioned Albania «s rig^ to indepnadmoe in 
1920. Oaring World War II, on Dooeaber 10, 1942, the Ohlted 
Stetos was the first of the Allied Povers to nake an offioiel 
deeleratioa an the restoration of a free end Indepoii^kHat Albania. 

The longstanding friradship bettieen the toerioan end d^***"^*^" 
people is a natoral resnlt of the close easociation of the United 
Spates with the aepirationa of the Albanian people for fTeedUn 
MAd indepandenoe. Teday the AaMzioan people vieir with great 
empathy the plii^t of the Albanian pMple, and look Anmard to 
tlte ovontual rotum of Albania to the oosn^ty of free nationa.

•Between the two world wars the United States maintained elese and 
friendly ties with the Albanian people. l^eBanitarian and eduoatleml 
institutions suoh as ths Aaerioan Junior Red Otobb, the Near East 
Foundation, and the Rookefe|ler Foundation were enoeuraged to cd.d them 
in their effortg to deyelop their own institutions. The ifoited States 
was the first of the allied powers during World War II to make an 
offieial deolaration on the restoration of a free Albania, staling 
Seosaber 10 , 1942 , that it was inhereot in the prineiples of the 
Atlantic Charter,
